BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

Field of the Invention 
[0001 1 The present invention is concerned with the allocation of spectral bands to the 
upstream and downstream directions in twisted pair modem communications. Specifically, the 
invention aims at a spectral management scheme that minimizes interference among 
transmissions in different pairs and can accommodate mixtures of symmetric and asymmetric 
services in the same binder group of twisted pairs. The invention further relates to a dynamic 
and distributed spectral management paradigm that can be implemented through a set of 
simple rules. 

Prior art 

[0002) Communication systems that interconnect users over twisted pair wireline 
connections are being developed to support broadband data communication. Recent 
developments in broadband communication protocols allow broadband data to be overlaid on
